VERY week or so somebody writes to ask abou t the cau ses and 
treatm ent of stone in the kidney or bladder. It is rather a com­ 
m on ailment, mu ch more common, indeed, than may be 
erally believ ed. 
The reason why I say this is becau se many 
p ersons hav e trou ble of this sort and nev er know it. 
These stones may be p resent and y et p rodu ce no 
p ronou nced sy mp toms. 
Kidney stone or grav el is du e to a dep osit in 
the kidney of a mass which really consists of one 
of the constitu ents of the u rine. 
This solid su b­ 
stance may be in the body or in the cav ity of the 
kidney . 
The masses v ary in size. 
They may be like 
grains of sand, or small grav el stones, or be big as 
walnu ts. 
There may be one su ch su bstance^ or 
there may be many . 
There are three combinations of chemicals most 
at fau lt for the formation of renal calcu lu s, the 
name giv en to the trou ble by the doctors. 
Uric acid is the chief offender. 
The stones or 
granu les consisting of u ric acid are hard, smooth 
and reddish in color. 
“ Red sand in the u rine” is a common way of 
describing the tiny p articles which p ass away with the u rine. 
Ox alate of lime is another su bstance which may bu ild a stone in 
the kidney . 
The oalax te stones are hard and gray in color.

Form erly business men went a hea d on the “ ev­ 
erything for himself, a nd the devil ta ke the hind­ 
m ost,” idea . A s one ma n with ga mbling instincts 
expressed it, it w a s “ every ma n for himself, a nd hold 
your ca rds close to your stoma ch.” But now co­ 
opera tion is expected a nd the people who a re m ost 
successful go in for it. 
One of the lea ding methods of such co-opera tion 
now a da ys is through tra de a ssocia tions, a nd they a re 
discussed in a book just issued by the U. S. depa rt­ 
m ent of commerce. Secreta ry Hoover rema rks tha t 
these orga niza tions ha ve been very useful in pro­ 
m oting scientific resea rch, foreign tra de, com m er­ 
cia l a rbitra tion, etc. 
The consumer of commodities is often a fra id, 
w hen he hea rs tha t the business men in a certa in 
line a re getting together, tha t they a re goin g to 
combine to ra ise prices. No doubt in some ca ses they 
a ccomplish tha t result. 
But it is ha rd to stifle competition. If the lea ding 
people in som e line get together a nd fix prices too 
high, they m a y think they ha ve their tra de sewed up 
tight. But such a ction commonly encoura ges new 
competitors, a nd they m a y be rea sona ble prices ob­ 
ta in so mucn of the business tha t the old timers find 
the tra de drifting a w a y from them. 
The principa l field of the modern tra de a ssoci­ 
a tion of business men does not seem to be in the di­ 
rection of price fixing. Modern industry needs grea t 
dea l of scientific resea rch to determine the m ost e f­ 
ficient w a ys of working a nd the best a da pted m a ­ 
teria ls. The a ssocia tion of producers ca n ca rry on 
resea rches where the individua l producer m a y not be 
a ble to a fford them. The business men who co-oper­ 
a te a nd get the benefit of excha nge of idea s a nd 
combined efforts for economy a nd efficiency, should 
be a ble to sell a t low prices.

VERY week or so somebody writes to ask about the causes and 
treatment of stone in the kidney or bladder. It is rather a com­ 
mon ailment, much more common, indeed, titan may be Gen­ 
erally believed. 
The reason why I say this is became many 
persons have trouble of this sort and never know it. 
These stones may be present and yet produce no 
pronounced symptoms. 
Kidney stone or gravel is due to a deposit in 
the kidney of a mass which really consists of one lf 
of the constituents of the urine. 
This solid sub­ 
stance may be in the body or in the cavity of the 
kidney. 
The masses vary in size. 
They may be like 
grains of sand, or small gravel stones, or be big as 
walnuts. 
There may be one such substance, or 
there may be many. 
There are three combinations of chemicals most 
at fault for the formation of renal calculus, the 
name given to the trouble by the doctors. 
Uric acid is the chief offender. The stones or 
granules consisting of uric acid are hard, smooth 
and reddish in color, 
“ lied sand in the urine” is a common way of 
describing the tiny particles which pass away with the urine. 
Oxalate of lime is another substance which may build a stone in 
the kidney. 
The oalaxte stones are hard and gray in color.

HE desire to caress and pet a child is almost 
irresistible. The little ones make such a strong 
appeal to our protective instinct, and they are 
so sweet and lovable that only through deliberate 
reasoning and will-power can one stop oneself from 
overdoing it. 
Children's innocence is what makes perhaps the 
strongest appeal. 
They seem to trust us so, to 
believe in us. They seem to be quite ready to take 
our word for everything we tell them. 
We therefore should measure up to this trust. 
We must be careful that we make the best use of 
this idolatory for the benefit of the litle ones who 
are so dependent upon us. 
What we usually do, however, is to respond 
with affection, with almost much more affection than is good for the 
child. 
Flattered as we are by the attentions showered upon us, we often 
kiss the little ones from morning until night. 
We fondle them and 
fuss over them. 
We treat them as

though they were little tin gods. 
W hat effect has this upon the 
child? 
Is it really harmful? 
Over-petting makes a child con­ 
ceited—always. 
The child who receives too much 
attention invariably develops a con­ 
viction of superiority. 
The over-petted child also becomes 
very selfish. 
Accustomed as he is to receiving 
affection instead of giving it, he loses 
the urge to please others because he 
has found that he does not have to. 
Such a child likewise tends to be­ 
come indolent and lazy. 
Ile does not like to disturb him­ 
self. 
He waits. lie does not rouse 
himself energetically to win. 
Receiving affection without doing 
anything special to deserve it also is 
distinctly pernicious for his future. 
He loses his sense of values. 
He 
tends to take things for granted. 


Over-petting makes a softy of the 
child. 
By this I moan that the boy or 
girl grows up too tender and timid. 
Such a child lacks a certain rugged­ 
ness so essential for his or her suc­ 
cess in the world which Is anything 
but kind and caressing. 
Continual loving and kissing lays 
the groundwork for possible sensu­ 
ousness in later Ufo. 
Too much petting has often re­ 
sulted In nervous disorders. 
Adults who have caressed to ex­ 


cess as children tend to become 
retiring, seclusive, more or less un­ 
sociable in their human relationships. 
Over-petting the child may make 
him or her unsuccessful in marriage. 
In such instances either the man or 
woman, as the case may be. soon be­ 
comes very unhappy lf affection is 
not showered upon him In shovelful 
doses. 
In order to avoid the evil effects 
of too much loving we must be care­ 
ful, of course, not to go to the other 
extreme and deny affection to the 
child. 
A child needs affection and actual 
petting. He thrives on It. W ithout 
it he becomes hard, cynical, perhaps 
even cruok He may become a yearn­ 
ing, heart-hungry type who finds 
refuge in wishing, but who lacks 
the courage to find someone who 
will satisfy his love desires.

H ILE no lofty operas rear a 
majestic monument to the 
memory

Sir 
Sterndule 
Bennett, yet the quality and love­ 
liness of the music which he ha* 
given to posterity serves to keep 
ever before us the nam© of this man 
who ranks among the foremost of 
the English composers. 
Sterndala Bennett was born at 
Sheffield on April 13, 1SI6. 
His 
father, an organist, dying when Ben­ 
nett was three years old, the boy’s 
education was directed by his grand­ 
father, from whom he received his 
first musical education. 
When he 
was eight years old, he entered the 
choir of th© King’s College Chal et, 
and in is’itf entered th© Royal Acad­ 
emy of Music, where he studied for 
ten years. 
During this time he 
played an original pianoforte con­ 
certo which was later published by 
the academy. 
in 1837 he went to Leipzig, and it 
was during his stay in Germany that 
he met Mendelssohn and Schumann. 
In 1844 he m arried Mary Anne 
Wood and in 1843 he founded tho 
Bach Society. 
B ennett’s friendship with Mendels­ 
sohn had a wide influence on his 
compositions, and Schumann wrote 
a most enthusiastic account of hts 
(Bennett’s) rendition of his third 
pianoforte concerto. 
After his success on the Continent, 
Bennett returned to lim gland, devot­ 
ing himself to teaching. 
In 1856 he was made musical pro­ 
fessor at Cambridge and in the tame

Trade Associations. 
Formerly business men went ahead on the “ev­ 
erything for himself, and the devil take the hind­ 
most,” idea. As one man with gam bling in stincts 
expressed it, it was “every man for him self, and hold 
your cards close to your stom ach.” B ut now co­ 
operation is expected and the people who are m ost 
successful go in for it. 
One of the leading m ethods of such co-operation 
nowadays is through trade associations, and they are 
discussed in a book ju st issued by the U. S. depart­ 
ment of commerce. Secretary Hoover rem arks that 
these organizations have been very useful in pro­ 
moting scientific research, foreign trade, com m er­ 
cial arbitration, etc. 
The consumer of com m odities is often afraid, 
when he hears that the business m en in a certain 
line are getting together, that they are goin g to 
combine to raise prices. N o doubt in som e cases they 
accomplish that result. 
But it is hard to stifle com petition. If the leading 
people in some line g et together and fix prices too 
high, they may think they have their trade sew ed up 
tight. But such action com m only encourages new 
competitors, and they m ay be reasonable prices ob­ 
tain so much of the business that the old tim ers find 
the trade drifting aw'ay from them. 
The principal field of the modern trade associ­ 
ation of business men does not seem to be in the di­ 
rection of price fixing. Modern industry needs great 
deal of scientific research to determ ine the m ost e f­ 
ficient ways of working and the b est adapted m a­ 
terials. The association of producers can carry on 
researches where the individual producer m ay not be 
able to afford them . The business men who co-oper­ 
a te and get the benefit of exchange of ideas and 
combined efforts for econom y and efficiency, should 
be able to sell a t low prices.

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To Meet Tonight 
These two lightweight bulldogs — 
Jimmy McLarnin of the coast, and 
Bid Terris of New York's own east 
side—meet in a ten round match at 
Madison Square Garden tonight for 
the privilege of squaring with 
Mandell in a world’s championship 
affair here this June. 
Getting back to last 
night’s 
show, Mandell dispelled ail doubts 
that 
arose 
last fall 
when 
he 
fought Fields in a no-decision bout 
at Los Angeles. The Rockford flash 
demonstrated conclusively that the 
coast 140-pounder is no match for 
his superior speed and ringcraft 
He had Fields outclassed in every 
department of the game. 
Verdict Unopposed 
Mandell’s title was not at stake. 
The 
champion 
weighed 
137 ]2 
pounds and Fields scaled exactly 
140. The two judges and referee Ed 
Purdy agreed unanimously on the 
decision. 
Sammy started like a whirlwind 
and kept up the pace to the final 
gong. He scored consistently with 
his famous one-two punch and put 
over telling blows with straight- 
from-thc-shoulder lefts. He was in 
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The logical challenger for Sammy Mandell’s lightly worn light­ 
weight crown should be known tonight, when the bout between Sidneh 
Terris of New York and Jimmy McLarnin of California is finished. 
Sometimes these elimination bouts accomplish merely the elimina­ 
tion of both contenders, but certainly if there is a decisive victor In 
Madison Square Garden tonight he will be deserving of a title bout with 
the evasive little champion. 
Mandell, we are told, recently signed to meet Phil McGraw of 
Detroit, thus avoiding trouble with the officious National Boxing Asso­ 
ciation. Sammy knows he can defeat the Greek florist any night in the 
week, and signing to meet McGraw with more logical challengers wait­ 
ing was sheer effrontery.
